THE WHEAT PRODUCT. 


Of course it is too early in the season to 
make a correct estimate of the yield of 
wheat iu the United States. Some ha*e 
placed it at 500 millions of bushels, but the 
Department of Agriculture at Washing­ 
ton, from the best information it can 
obtain, fixes the total yield In the country 
at 480 millions. This estimate was made 
over three weeks 
ago, aud 
as the 
crops 
in 
all 
the 
Western 
States are folly up to the estimate made at 
that time, the yield will hardly fall below 
the 430 millions. The product of wheat in 
the United States in 1373 was 420 millions 
of bushels, of which 145 millions were 
exported. The exportations last year were 
over 50 million bushels greater than ever 
before known in our history, and taking' 
into account the condition of the crops in 
Europe, the exports of wheat from the 
United States in 1379, will bs much greater 
than 
thc:e of 1373. 
The amount re­ 
quired for home consumption is estimated 
at about 230 millions of bushels, and should 
the product reach 480 millions as estimat­ 
ed, the amouut to be exported will not fall 
far short of 200 millions. 
The estimated 
yield of corn in the United States tor 1S7S 
was 1.333,218,700, of which about 1,200,- 
000.CC0 will be required for home con­ 
sumption. Au estimate of the yield of corn 
for 1379 has not been made. 
It is safe to 
say that ii will be much greater than last 
year.

Since the resignation of Messrs. Welsh and 
Stougnt JU, oar Ministers at London ana Si. Pet­ 
ersburg, there has been a good deal of remark 
about me luadequacy ol the salaries atiacnea to 
these respective i )sition» abroad, it is stated 
that it requires from five to ten the isand dollars 
a year more than is s ’lowed tor those who hold 
these official place* at foreign coarts to keep up 
with otner diplomat:, and make a respectable 
appearance la the high-toned society by which 
they are surrounded.—CHcago Journal. 
There are four foreign missions which 
c xnmand a salary of $17,500 each—Eog- 
laud, France, Germany, and Russia ; and 
there are seven whose salary is $12,C39 a 
year—Austria, Brazil, China, Italy, Japan, 
Mexico, and Spaia. Of late years it ha8 
happened that men of handsome incomes 
have generally been appointed to these 
foreign positions, and in very few cr«es 
hive the Ministers been co fortunate as bi 
live within the limits of their salaries* 
Tney desired to maintain the American 
legation in good style, and to do this, have 
expended not ouly all their salaries, but 
have drawn largely from their private in­ 
comes. 
The two vacancies which now exist— 
the missions to Russia and England—have 
opened a d’ ousslon as to wnelher the 
United States pays its foreign 31 misters a 
sufficient salary considering the exalted 
positions they occupy. The President bas 
his eye on several good men, but they 
can’t afford the diplomatic honor for the 
reason that they think they must be obliged 
to live beyond their salaries. Mr. Stough­ 
ton had to come home because out of $17,- 
500 a year he could not live, in his way of 
thinking, in a style commensurate with the 
dignity of the office. 
The lamented Bay­ 
ard Taylor, who died much before bis 
time, bankrupted himself and made a beg­ 
gar of his wife, by trying to put on 
style at Berlin. 
Now the question Is, “Is 
all this necessary?” Can an American 
gentleman, a scholar, and a diplomatist, be 
a trne gentleman, and live within the 
scope of his salary? Is it necessary for 
uim to cope with the average Eog i.h 
lord in giving a dinner or in being social ? 
If this is attempted, the American will 
c >me out of the contest much reduced in 
circumstances. 
It seems to be the prevailing 
opinion 
thai our Ministers are sent abroad to put 
on style. They are not sent to the Court

represent the interests of the United States. 
Social standing is necessary as a matter of 
c >urse, and a little “aristocracy” may De a 
good thiog, but they are not inseparably 
c mnected with the position. An Ameri­ 
can be a true gentleman, a dignified officer 
of the government, and an influential 
Ministers, 
and at the same time be de­ 
void of ex.ravagaot habits. 
“Appear­ 
ances” do not always win, and Benjamin 
Franklin, Edward Livingston, and John 
Quincy 
Adams, 
bear 
testimony 
to 
that 
fact 
that 
American 
Ministers 
can go abroad and 
be 
respected and exert great influence, and at 
tne same time frame their expenditures 
according to their incomes. 
Americans abroad in official positions 
should never bo afraid of economizing, for 
pride and high living will not add dig* 
affy to the true American. 
The English 
are not fools when placing an estimate on 
character, and they are more honest and 
frank than Americans usually are in con­ 
fessing that they, cannot afford this or 
that. They dislike shoddy, and despise 
“codfish aristocracy,” and honor the man 
who will ride in a cab when he can’t afford 
to own a coach and four. The English 
people never 
appreciated Stephen A 
Douglas more highly than when he declin* 
cd an invitation to visit the Queen because 
custom woald not permit him to eater the 
presence of Her Majesty without a court 
suit. 
He told the distinguished English­ 
men who called upon him bearing the In­ 
vitation that if the Queen refused to see 
nim in the same suit in which the Presi­ 
dent of the United States would gladly re­ 
ceive him,he woald be compelled to decline 
the invitation.

A NEW WEATHER THEORY. 


How Hot and Dry Hummers May He 
Foretold. 
H. Roe, F. R. A S., in London Tlmei. 
When the cumber representing any giv­ 
en year is even and exactly divisible by 
three, that year is the middle one of three 
cold and wet summers. 
When the number representing tho year 
is odd and divisible by three, then that 
year is tne middle of a triad of dry and 
hot summers. 
For example, 1860 is even aod divisible 
by three, and the prevailing characteristics 
of the three years 1859,1869,1861 was wet, 
or wet and cold ; and again, 1863 is odd 
and divisible by three, aod everybody re­ 
members 1862,1863 and 1864 as bright, 
hot and dry summers. 
Taking now a range or twenty-seven 
years over which my personal observations 
extend, and applying the rules just given, 
the wet and cold triads were 1853-’55, 
1859-’61, 1865-’67, 1871-73 and 1877-79, 
while the dry and hot triads were 1856-’5S, 
1862-’64 ,1868-71 and 1874-76 ; and with­ 
out claiming that no s.ngle year broke 
loose from this very order of seasons, I 
fearlessly maintain that all the markedly 
wet or ary summers of the past twenty- 
seven years tall accurately within some 
wet or dry 
period as given above; 
so that no very wet 
year falls in 
what should hav been a dry period, nor 
any very dry year in what hypothetically 
was a wet period 
The numter 1881 is odd and divisible by 
three; if there Is anything in my theory, 
that year ought to be the middle one in a 
triad of hot and dry Summers.

From th e New York Graphic. 
For seven long years the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can Bible Revision Committee has been at 
work, the EagUsh division rn the Deanery 
at iVestmiuister, the American at the Bi­ 
ble House is this city. 
Knowing that the 
allotted time was fast drawing to a close, a 
reporter of the Graphic called yesterday 
on Dr. Howard Crosby, to inquire how 
near the saiisiactory completion was. 
Dr. Crosby replied that the work moved 
on slowly, but still satisfactorily, “it will, 
however, certainly consume three years 
more/' he continued. “ You must remem­ 
ber how important the work is, and the 
amount of lime absorbed in the two com­ 
mittees exchanging confidential copies and 
harmonizing the same when there are dif­ 
ferences ” 
“But supposing they cannot be made to 
agree ?” 
“ Then the disputed point will be re­ 
ferred to a 
committee of 
conferences 
which will be appointed, and, if very seri­ 
ous, will be indicated in a preface or ap­ 
pendix.” 
“ What are the most important revisions 
made so far, Doctor ?” 
“A h!” said the gentleman, smiling, “that 
is what a great many people would like to 
know, but in the beginning a stipula­ 
tion was made that no information on the 
subject should be given to the public un­ 
til the work was placed in its hands. 
The 
contrary course woald give rise to endless 
misunderstandings and criticisms. 
I eau 
say, though, that we aim to give the best 
version possible in the nineteenth century, 
as King James was in the seventeenth. 
The aim is not to give a new version, but 
a conservative revision of the present ver­ 
sion.” 
“ What are the principles of the revis­ 
ion ?" 
“To introduce as few alterations as pos­ 
sible consistent with faithfulness to the 
original. 
Bishop Ellicott thinks the whole 
amount of change will not exceed 5 per 
cent., or more than five words in a hun­ 
dred (a large proportion of which is due to 
grammatical corrections), which, as it is 
250 years since the last version was made, 
is not an alarming amount. These changes 
also include words obsolete iu tneir spell­ 
ing and signification. 
Obscurities and 
inconsistencies 
will be removed. 
The 
headings oi chapters, pages and paragraphs 
W ill be carelully revised, the text will be 
divided into sections, aud the parallelism 
in the poetical books will be shown by 
printing in verse form.” 
“Are there many mistakes in the New 
Testament?” 
“Professor Abbott says there are hun­ 
dreds of errors which affect the translation 
in our New Testament, and m Som e cases 
whole verses are spurious,a fact that alone 
justifies the demand for a revision.” 
“Tue present resources for settling the 
text are what f 
“A great quantity of manuscript ma­ 
terial ranging from the fourth to the tenth 
century and almost priceless in value ; the 
translation of the New Testament which 
date one or two centuries earlier than our 
oldest manuscripts and critical editions of 
the Greek Testament, published by such 
scholars as Griesbach, Lacnmann, Tisch- 
endorf and En guiles, aho have done much 
to restore the text to its original purity. 
We have a body of eighty-two men quali­ 
fied for the work and including such schol­ 
ars as Professor Wescott and Dr. Host, 
of England, each of whom hasgiv^n more 
than twenty years’ study to the Greea 
Testament, and Professor Lightfoot, Dean 
Stanley, Dr. liv e n e r, Dr. behalf and a 
host of others.” 
“How will this revision count rn the 
number made?” 
“As the tenth, not including a number of 
individual translations made since that of 
King James. In 1880 it will be just 500 
years since John Wyelide finished the first 
complete revision of the Holy Scriptures

T h is is w h a t a fa rm e r 
said to us a few d a y s ag o , a o d w e c a n n o t 
re sis t th e te m p ta tio n 
to sa y to all w h o 
s h a re o u r frie n d ’s o p in io n , th a t a n y fa rm ­ 
in g w h ic h is n o t sc ie n tific fa rm in g is n o t 
p ro fita b le fa rm in g . 
T h e re n e v e r w as a 
th e fa rm y e t, a n d th e re 


never will be a dollar made that is not the 
result of scientific agriculture. 
It 19 quite 
possible that we may not always know ex­ 
actly where the science comes in, or In 
other words we may blunder upon the 
application of scientific principles to our 
farming operations, but it is none the less 
the fact that whatever success we may 
achieve is the result of the application of 
those principles, and that very much of our 
failure is the result of antagonizing those 
principles. If we sow wheat in December, 
time, labor and seed will be wasted. W hy? 
Because it would be in opposition to scien­ 
tific principles. If we perm it weeds to 
take possession of the ground, our crop 
will be choked out, and the reason will be 
that we are defying science. 
We might 
thus goon to illustrate the subject by tak­ 
ing the most familiar practices on every 
farm, until the most “uo*cieniific” farm er 
would see that to some tx eat he was gov­ 
erned strictly by the laws of science, and 
that in those matters in which he was not 
so governed, he was making a deplorable 
Jailure. 
The difficulty with our friend aud with 
all who think &9 he does, is that they do 
not mean what they say ; that they have 
a misconception of what science is. 
Sci­ 
ence is truth. Everything that is not rn 
accordance with science is wrong and u n ­ 
natural ; but it is not everything that 
claims to be a science that 19 science. 
Mr. 
Beecher has an ag< icultural society of his 
own. 
Ile can hardly earn money enough 
by preaching, lecturing and writing to 
keep his farm running. If our friend 
sboud say that it would not pay to adopt 
Mr. Beecher’s science on our 
Western 
farms, we should agree with him , and 
going a little further should say that it 
would not pay to adopt it anyw here else. 
Mr. Greeley was another “scientific” far­ 
mer like Mr. Beecher, and we belive our 
friend referred to Mr. Greeley. Now the 
trouble in these cases is that there is no 
science about such farming, or at least 
there is more that is opposed to science 
than there is in accordance with it. 
Toe very gentleman who was talking 
with us referred to land in Champaign 
county, Illinois, that had grown the same 
crop year alter year for tifieea years, aud 
he thought it was foolish to trifle with sci­ 
ence wneu land was good enough to do 
that. 
W eare quite well aware that there 
are comparatively lew farmers who at this 
late day would talk in ibis w a y ; 
but 
it appears | here arc some who 
will, 
and t (ere are a great many more, who 
practice wnat this man talked, it they do 
aul talk as he did. 
We did not ask him 
if this was his practice, but it is reasonable 
10 suppose that it is. and ii it 19,every read­ 
er of ibis article will say tu<i it is high 
time tual we* kuew more of science than 
ne does, or tLat he should apply its princi­ 
ples more strictly thau ne does. 
In considering a question of this kind, 
it is well to remember that the world was 
made to learn. It there is a tanner living 
woo thinks m at there is nothing tor him to 
learn, it we were in his place, we would 
leave the bUriuess, for as sure as the suu 
rises aud sets, every other departm ent ut 
life willadvance, and its advance will be so 
marked m at years hence our present de 
velopment will look like absolute rudeness. 
If there is no advaucu for agriculture, it 
must necessarily be left behind and sink 
into Insignificance. 
For our part, we now 
m ink thai agriculture is equal iu every 
point of character wiifiauy other business, 
and we believe m at it is going lo keep 
pace with every business. 
We believe, 
therefore, that me tanner will c mtinu^ *0 
learn what the principles of science are 
and how to apply mem, anJ as ne thus 
learns, his business will become more profi­ 
table.
